HE ordinary noises of modern 
American life cause serious di­ 
gestive disorders which can be cor­ 
rected by proper diet, including cof­ 
fee. 
Coffee not only builds up a 
bodily resistance to noise, but it 
actually overcome* the injurious 
effects of many sounds to which 
the average person is subjected In 
the home and at work. 
These are tile conclusions of Dr. 
Donald A. Laird, Director of the 
Psychological Laboratories of Col­ 
gate University, as reported to the 
Acoustical Society of America at 
its Cleveland meeting. 
The emi­ 
nent psychologist announced 
his 
findings following three years of 
laboratory research into the influ­ 
ence of noise upon health. 
“We found convincing evidence,” 
Dr. Laird reported, “that the loud 
noises which are inseparable from 
modern civilization play a part in 
causing nervous indigestion by de­ 
creasing the flow of both the saliva 
and gastric juice. 
We then ex­ 
perimented with foods and bever­ 
ages to discover what would coun­ 
teract the depressing effects of 
noise. 
"Coffee and certain sweet foods 
were found to offset these injurious 
effects and they should bo con­ 
sidered important factors in what 
might be called a dietary anti-noise 
serum. 
The 40 per cent reduction 
in the salivary secretion caused by
